The Territorial Prison. 


From the Si jux Falls Press the TBI- 


ibllowing description of 


prison, offlcer 
hall, lavatorie 
elevator, etc.

the territorial prison : The Building is a 
massive- and fine looking structure situa- 
ted on the bluff north of Sioux Falls. It 
is built of Sioux Falls red granite, 
trimmed with white stone from Lincoln, 
Nebraska, and comprises a central p or- 
tion with two wrings. 
The east win? is 


built by the United States tor govern- 
ment prisoners, and is not yet completed. 
Tbe cost of the entire institution is $80,- 
000. The cenl ral building is occupied 
with warden's offices, chapel, hospital, 
guard hall and guard rooms, woman's 


diniug reom, reception 
kitchen, pastry room, 
orth of this are the boiler 
ater ftrorksj from which 


the whole building 13 heated and sup- 
plied with hot and cold water. 


The west wing is the prison proper. IB 


it are ranged two tiers ol cells, back to 
back, nine cells in a row, with four rows, 
one above another, -making seventy-two 
cells altogether, each capable of accomo- 
dating two prisoners, making the ca- 
pacity of the territorial portion 144 pris- 
oners. 
Each cell is 5 by 8 feet and 7 feet 


high, with floors and ceilings made of a 
eingle~stone each. , Between thfe bank of 
cells and the main walls of the wing are 
corridors fourteen feet wide. 
Attached 


to the bank of cells are four galleries, 
one above another, extending all the way 
around.all made of iron except the floors, 
so that it is absolutely impossible to ever 
fire the building. 
The heat is supplied 
directly to the corridors, from which it 
disperses to the cells through the grated 
doors. Each cell has a separate ventila 
ting flue, so that the whole seventy-two 
Have independent connection with the air 
chamber overhead. Experts declaie that 
it is one of the best ventilated, best 
heated and best lighted prisons in Amer- 
ica, and absolutely protected against fire. 


Every attention has been paid to guar- 


antee the secure keeping of the prison- 
ers. In addition to the locks on the cell 
doors, each of which weighs 100 pounds, 
is a safety lock by means ot a bar so ar- 
langed that all tbe dodrs can be locked 
at the same time. Every door, and all the 
galleries and corridors are continually 
under the surveillance of the guards 
stationed in sentry boxes in the main 
building. The! way from the cell-wing to 
the chapel is over a draw bridge to be let 
down .for that purpose, and then to be 
raised out of connection when not needed 
The food is supplied by means of a re- 
volving table set in the h«savy stone wall 
between the kitchen and one of the corri- 
dors, so that there is no difficulty or dan- 
ger with opening and closing doors. 
There are five bad cases among tbe~k>tof 
prisoners first incarcerated there,, bnt 
they are known 4nd constantly waiehed. 
Tbe force necessary to ran .ib&'prisoa,- in 
addition to the warden, iflf^i* to eight- 
moa. Henry Si:uchow, a prisoner sent 
up from this (Mmnehaha) county, r is as- 
sisting in the k: tchen. He ia^twHiuj to 
be a siraightror «a*d^)fem*1iiQd thoroughly 
reliably Mr Sffiince having been, the re- 
sult of hot blood instead of any inn&e 
devilishnegs, aid he is therefore very 
fnlly trusted. Alonzo V. Corsoii, another 
prisoner from this county, was pardoned 
from the Detroit house of correction on 
Thanksgiving clay. He La<i been sent- 
enced for -seven years, which time would 
not have expire! until July, 188$; but he 
proved to be tho best behaved man ever 
incarcerated in the Detroit prison, and 
his good behaviour secured him such 
reduction of tin e, under the, rules of the 
institution, that he cut down tbe duration 
of his sentence < ighteen months,by which 
his time would aaye expired next Jana- 
ary. In consideration ot his excellent 
behavior and of the fact that his crime had 
been the result of frenzied intoxication, 
he was pardone I about a month before 
the expiration, in order thai he might 
thus be saved from losing his full rights 
of citizenship.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 4.—In tbe senate the 


financa committee reported a bill to reduce 
internal revenue taxation with an amend- 
ment^irthe entire revision of the tariff and 
the machinery for its collection.—The West 
Point appropriation bill passed.—It wad 
unanimously agreed that a vote be taken on 
the Porter bill next Thursday.—The bill ex- 
tending the bondea'whisky period came up 
as a result of the persistent effortaonthe 
part of its author, Sherman. After the offer- 
ing of a "large number of amendments, 
nearly every one of which was rejected, the 
bill passed. 


In the house the army appropriation 


bill passed, 
with a clause gradually 


abolishing tbe paymaster's department.— 
The Pendleton civil service reform bill was 
reported, and after a debate of only thirty 
minutes, passed by a vote of 165 to 47. 


THOSE NAVAL VESSELS. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 4.—A communication 


from the secretary of tbe navy was to-day 
laid before the senate regarding tbe recom- 
mendation for the construction of three 
steel cruisers of about 4,000 tons displace- 
ment, at an estimated cost of $1,576,854; 
three steel cruisers of abot*t -2,500 tons dis- 
placement, each to-cost, estimated, $1,031,- 
225; one iron dispatch boat or fast clipper, 
of about 1,500 tons displacement, to cost, 
estimated, $460,000, and one onusing tor- 
pedo boat, to cost $38,000. The naval de- 
partment and advisory board agree that the 
largest vessel should not be built so large and 
expensive, the vessels not being now, re- 
quired, and the secretary adds, if furnished 
would not be adapted to the present condi- 
tion of the navy. 


Tho Bow in Indian Territory. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 4.—There being much un- 


certainty 
and several conflicting stories 


about the condition of affairs in Indian Ter. 
ritory, the following letters from men prom- 
inent in the Indian territorial politics, will 
prove of interest, particularly as they give 
an insight into the past as well as the present 
history of matters. 
Judge Stedham is a 


Greek, and for many years has been one ot 
the important factors in all iBdian matters. 
He is well known in Washington, having for 
several years been delegate in congress from 
the territory. His political ' efforts fur 
hia people, and his 
thorough auder- 


standinjr of the questions which. concern 


;f"tfiem mSSe his contribution valuable. M'c 


Sillopisalso a well informed young Greek, 
active in legislation and martial matt ere, is 
clerk of the houoe of warriors, corresponding 
to the United States bouse of representa- 
tives, and deeply interested in the welfare of 
the nation. Judge G. W. Stedham, living at. 
Eaufan, writes that the Creek nation have 
been, divided into two bands from time im- 
memorial, known as upper and lower Greeks, 
each with principal and assistant chiefs, but 
living under one government, the two chiefs 
and assistants acting together as one execu- 
tive. This form of government existed until 
after the close of the late war, in which they 
were divided north and south, when they re- 
united, and returned home. Landis, acting 
chief of that portion of the Greeks who sup- 
ported the United States government;, pro- 
posed that we should do away with two chiefs 
and be united under one head. 
This 


was agreed to, and a committee, with an 
equal number from the two parties, was ap- 
pointed to draft a constitution and code of 
laws. This done, the people in convention 
adopted it. Then Chief Landis, who ex- 
pected to be elected, was defeated, and be 
rebelled. At the second election the re- 
bellious party ran another candidate who 
was also defeated, and then undertook by 
force of arms to install their candidates. A 
fight began, but United States Indian Agent 
Major Lion caused a settlement without 
blood! and since then they have raised an 


force twice. Landis died soon after 
tbe first troubles, but other leaaora kfipt np 
the fracas until last summer, when one of 
their young men 
was 
arrested 
for 


violating the law. They then raised 
a 
mob, followed 
and 
killed 
the 


sheriff 
and deputy, and 
rescued 
the 
prisoners. 
Knowing that such an act would 


not be tolerated, the whole faction took to 
.arms to protect themselves. 
The constitu- 


tianal government called ont the military, 
followed them, arrested some of the murder- 
ers, killed two of them, and pardoned others. 
The prevent trouble has grown ont 'of this 
affair. 


A. P. MoKiUop writes from Muskogee as 


follows: "Ine trouble is an effort of some 
3,000 Greeks to undermine and destroy the 
written and recognized constitution of the 
• Greek nation. The parties are known as the 
Gbicoto party and the Spiechee party. 
Ghi- 


cote being the recognized chief of the Greek 
nation, and Spiechee of the rebels. The hit- 
ter are organized into two parties' under 
Spiechee and Jacob Knight in the two ex- 
tremes 
of 
the 
Creek 
nation, in- 
tending to raid Jhe capital. 
Hearing 


this Chioote issued a proclamation for the 
loyal party to arm themselves and report to 
the capital. Scouts were sent ont. 
Forty of 


Ghicote's men, while scouting encountered 
tbe western division of Spieehee's men, num- 
bering 150. 
Seven of Chicote's men were 
killed. It is not known whether any of the 
other party were killed, as they held the 
field. After this Chicote sent out 640 men, 
but Spieohee's force had abandoned and re- 
turned to the Sacs and fox reservation, wber» 
they etiU are. The eastern division of Spie- 
ohee's party, under Spiechee, also returned 
into Chioote nation. The Indian agent baa 
gone to see Spiechee and see what can be 
done. The Chicote party will probably dis- 
band in a few days, and this will settle the 
trouble until the national council meets, next 
October."

There were a few 
flowert on the foot of the bed, otherwise there 
were none ,of the emblems usually used in 
Franco on. such occasions. A painter was 
seated at the foot of tbe bed sketching the 
scene.

The 
money Gamhetta leaves has principally ac- 
crued from His newspaper. A correspondent 
who made a tour of the Paris streets yester- 
day says there was real consternation in the 
bonrges and trading quartets.

8E8VICE BILL, ,

Tke Civil Service Bill. 


t^ Jan. 4.—The boose passed 


the Pendleton bill without amendment. 
Yeas, 165, nays, 47. 


This bill was passed in the senate on the 


28th of December last, and therefore now 
wants only the signature of the president to 
become a law. The following is a full synop- 
sis of the bilj: It I provides in section one 
and two for the appointment of a civil ser- 
vice commission, consisting of three per- 
sons. The duty- of such commission shall be 
hi part to aid the president in preparing such 
rules as may be necessary to carry this "act 
into effect. These rales to provide, first, for 
an open competitive examination as to the fib- 
ness of all applicants for office; second, such 
offices to be filled by selection from those 
passing the best examinations; third, ap- 
pointments to public service shall be appor- 
tioned among the different states and terri- 
tories, according to their population as 
shown by the preceding census. 
Fourth, 
that there shall be a period of probation be- 
fore any absolute appointment is made. 
Fifth, that promotions shall be from the 
lower grades to the higher ones on the basis 
of merit in competition. Sixth, that no per- 
son shall have the fear of political influence 
before his eyes, and will only be removed for 
cans*. 
Seventh, no person in the service 
shall seek to aid in any manner the political 
hopes of any person. Eighth, there shall be 
non-competitive examinations, when due no- 
tice of examination has been given, but not 
taken advantage of by competent persons. 
Ninth, the appointing power shall notify tbe 
commission in writing of the appointment 
of anjrperson to service. 


Section three of the bill provides that the 
commission shall have absolute control of 
such examinations. Sec. 4—The commission 
may mak« investigations" concerning facts, 
and may report all matters touching the en- 
forcement of these, rules and regulations, 
and concerning the 
action 
of 
any 


board 
of ""examiners hereinafter pro- 
vided. Section five—The commissioners shall 
make an annual report to congress, showing 
the work of the body for the year. Section 
six—The commission is authorized to em- 
ploy a chief examiner, ja part of whose duty 
it shall be to .act with. examining boards to 
secure accuracy and uniformity in all pro- 
ceedings. The commission may in addition 
to a secretary employ a stenographer and 
messenger. The board of examiners shall 
consist of three persons, selected in the state 
or territory in which the examination is 
being held, such examination to be held at a 
convenient place for the attendance of appli- 
cants, and when there are persons to be ex- 
amined the board shall ait as least twice in 
each year. Section seven—Suitable and con- 
venient rooms shall be provided by the sec- 
retary of the ulterior for use of the examin- 
ing boards, together with- stationery and 
printing.,' Section (eighth—That any com- 
missioner, examiner, lobbyist, messenger, or 
any person in the public service, who will- 
fnlly and corruptly, by himself, or in co- 
operation with one or more other persons, i 
defeats, deceives, or obstructs any person in j 
respect to bis or her right of examination, 
according to any such rules or regulations, i 
or who shall willfully, corruptly and falsely 


mark, grade, estimate or report upon the ex- 
anunabon or proper standing of any person 
examined hemmder, or aid in BO doing, or 
who snail willfully and corruptly make any 
false representations concerning the same, 
or conoammg a person examined, or who 
shall willfully and corruptly furnish to any 
person any special or secret information for 
the purpose of either-improving or injuring 
tbe prospects or chances of any person so ex- 
amined, or to be examined, for being ap- 
pointed, employed or promoted, shall, for 
each such offense, be deemed guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, and upon conviction thereof be 
punished by a fine of not less than $100 nor 
more than $1,000, or 
by 
imprison- 
ment not less than ten days nor more 
than one year, or by both snob fine and im- 
prisonment. Section 9.—Sixty days after 
passage the secretary of the treasury shall 
classify all officers in9 customs districts, the 
postmaster general shall classify-all postal 
officers. Section 10.—Six months after pas- 
sage all new appointees whose appointment 
need not be confirmed by ihe senate most 
pass examination. Section 11.—Where two 
or more members of a family are in same 
grade, no more from the same family can be 
appointed. Section 12.—Beccommendations 
of senators or congressmen have no force be- 
yond endorsement of characters. Section 
13.—No drunkard shall be appointed to of- 
fice. Section 14.—No United States official 
IB congress,'army, or navy, or the civil ser- 
vice shall directly or indirectly solicit or re- 
ceive political assessments from any employe 
of the United States. Section 15.—No per- 
son shall go into a government office of any 
kind to solicit political assessments. Section 
16.—No superior official shall degrade an in- 
ferior if he refuses to pay political assess- 
ments. Section 17.—No United.States officer 
of any kind shall directly or indirectly pay 
to any other United States official any money 
to promote any political object. Section 18. 
—The_ penalty for breaking any provision of 
this bill is fixed at a fine of not exceeding 
$5,000 or by imprisonment for a term not ex- 
ceeding three years.
